Every ono present took an iator- 
eat in the prooeedioge and manifested a 
determination to do everything which 
might eeem necessary to secure favorable 
action on the part the State Board o( 
Agriculture. Mayor Chanbers called the 
meeting to order and W. P. Calhonn was 
made chairman and 0, N. Tnadelt sec- 
retory. 8. W. Johns, the member of the 
state board tor this district, was called 
upon to give the meeting whatever in- 
formation he felt at liberty to give aa to 
the feeling of the state board in relation 
to permanent location.

he general conditions o£ the winter 
wheat crop to day os compared with 
hose of a year ago at this time, with 
uly this marked difference: a year ego 
here were no insects, the Hessian fly has 
aused some damage. Wheat is small 
t the top as well as at the roots, ie in 
airly good condition and has gained a 
ittle during the last thirty days.

An Uncanny Story From the Oom- 


anche Country. 


FRIGHTENED INTO HEMORRHAGES. 


The Incantations of Kiowa Medicine 


Men Likely to Cost the Life of an 


Educated Indian Minister 


Acting as Interpreter. 


GUTJIJUK, 0. T.,Dec. 14.—Astory well 


vouched for comes from the vicinity of 
Fort Reno in the Comanuhe country, 
which has a mysterious and uncanny 
air about it, to say the least. Several 
months ago, when tho Kiowas and Co- 
manchea made a treaty with the gov- 
ernment commissioners, Rev. Joshua 
Given, a full-blooded Kiowa, but edu- 
cated and ordained a Presbyterian minr 
ister, acted as interpreter for the In> 
dians. Since the closing of the treaty 
the Gomanchcs have become dissatisfied 
and now charge Given with misleading 
them. 


About three weeks ago several of 


their medicine men held a meetings 
and after going through a number 01 
mysterious ceremonies, they produced 
a deer skin with a likeness of the in* 
terpeter, Rev. Given, printed thereon. 
This, they tacked up and, going off a 
distance, shot an arrow through the 
chest of the picture. More mysterious 
actions then took place, after which a 
messenger was sent to the object of 
their dibitke to linfoim him that in 
twelve days ho would begin to bleed 
at the lungs and contine to bleed at in- 
tervals until death resulted. 


As the twelfth day drew ncnr Mr. 


Given grew despondent and oppressed 
and on the appointed day became sud- 
denly ill and suffered a hemorrhage of 
the lungs. 
Other hemorrhages fol- 


lowed and lie is now very weak.

The greatest refracting telescopes yet 
:nown are made by Alvan G. Clark, of 
Cambndgeport, Mass.

work required on the lenses of these in 
trmnents that the glassmakers com- 
menced work on two disks from which 


40-inch lens is to be inade four years 
go, and only one has as yet been sent
